monitions, to erect buildings designed 
for public use which offer almost as lim- 
ited means of egress in case ofaccident 
as the Richmond Theatre. 
The care- 


ful observer will iind from five to fifty 
churches, 
theatres 
or other 
public 


buildings In almost every city in the 
Union from which it would be almost 
impossible for a large assembly 
to es- 


cape 
in case 
of fire in the interior. 


San Francisco has her dozens of these 
dangerous traps. 
Many of her church- 


es are equally 
unsafe 
in this respect 


with that Holyoke. 
Her most popu- 


lar theatre 
while having ample 
pas- 


sage ways 
and broad doors, is made 


unsafe 
on crowded 
nights by filling 


the avenues with seats. 
It has beeu a 


subject of remark for a long time, that 
a fire in the California Theatre would

very disastrous 
to human 
life. 


There are a number of churches 
in 


Los Angeles that would imperil the 
lives of hundreds should 
a fire occur 


on the inside when they are crowded 
with people. 
Something 
should 
be 


done to prevent this useless 
hazard 
of 


life and limb, and as 
motives 
of hu- 


manity and 
a desire 
for the public 


safety do not seem to be sufficient in- 
centive 
for the 
necessary 
guarding 


against 
this class 
of casualities, 
to 


those who build structures 
iv which 


large 
crowds of 
men, 
women 
and 


children are expected to assemble, 
we 


see no safe and sure way of protecting 
the people except 
by legislative 
en- 


actment. 
It would 
be a wise 
act if 


State Legislatures 
would define the di- 


mensions and number of passage ways 
into and out of all public 
buildings, 


keeping in view the number 
of per- 


sons they were capable of containing, 
and imposing a heavy penalty on the 
owners of all buildings 
violating the 


conditions set forth in the law. 
Such 


a precaution would prove an immense 
value in the future by preventing the 
wholesale slaughter of life which now 
so frequently cover 
whole communi- 


ties with a funeral pall.

A Chronicle reporter, after the usual 


preliminary of sending 
up 
his card, 


knocked at the door of parlor No. 32 on 
the first floor of the Occidental Hotel, 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
A 
pleasant, 


hearty voice called forth an invitation 
to enter. 
Opening the door, the portly 


form of Senator John P. Jones of Ne- 
vada was discovered seat ed on a ttt>-n- 


--tete near the front window. The rooms 
of tne Senator are 
those so long occu- 


pied by Mr. Howard Colt, which have 
been newly and elegantly refurnished 
for him. 
The usual compliments 
of 


the season 
having passed, 
the reporter 


broached 
the object of his visit. In the 


conversation 
which followed the Sen- 


ator spoke freely and fully. The fol- 
lowing is the substance 
of an inter- 


view which lasted 
more 
than 
two 


hours: 


Reporter?Ulr. 
Jones, the public are 


interested inknowing the object which 
you had in view in obtaining control 
of the Panama 
Railroad. 


SANTA MONICA. 


Senator Jones?My 
object was pure- 


ly a business one. 
Before I went East 


last Fall 1 and others had projected 
a 


railroad from Santa 
Monica into the 


interior. 
In my travels up ami down 


the coast I had 
had several 
conversa- 


tions with ship-owners 
and masters. 


They told uieof the difficulties of laud- 
ing in the harbor 
of Wilmington. 


Wilmington is, indeed, no harbor at 
all. 
Passengers 
and freight have to 


be taken 
to the landing in lighters. 


Then they have 
to travel by rail 23 


miles 
to 
Los Angeles. 
Now Santa 


Monica has 
a fine open harbor. 
We 


are building a wharf for the railroad 
there 2,700 feet into the bay. 
The har- 


bor lies 35 miles North of Wilmington 
and the terminus of the railroad is but 
13 miles from Los Angeles. 
If we can 


get the steamers 
to hind at Santa Mon- 


ica the passengers 
would 
be in Los 


Angeles almost at the same time they 
would leave the 
lighters at Wilming- 


ton. 
The main object 
in buying the 


control ofthe Panama 
Railroad 
was to 


influence the Pacific Mail steamers 
to 


land at Santa 
Monica as well as at 


Wilmington. 
I had 
purchased 
40,000 


acres at Santa Monica harbor, und the 
place is bound to be the Long Branch 
of the Pacific Coast. 
I was determined 


to make the enterprise successful, 
anil 


there were but two courses open to me. 
I must control either the Pacific Mail 
or the Panama 
Railroad. 
I did not 
think it worth while to get possession I 
of the steamers. 
Thecompany 
at that 


time was 


wrktc tn:iri.y MUMana oc d 


And heavily in debt. 
It would not 


have been a good investment. 
With '. 


the Panama 
Railroad it was diiieront. j 


I examined its resources 
and its earn- 


ings and found 
that the corporation 


was in a splendid condition. 
The cap- 


ital stock is divided into 70.000 shares, 
at SUM) a share, and it has been paying 
dividends 
of one per cent, 
a month, 


although 
wretchedly 
mismanaged. 


Hitherto it has 
been 
merely a tender 


to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship 
Com- 


pany, substantially the same Board of 
Directors managing botheorDorutinns, 
who seemed 
to operate it entirely in 


the interest of the steamers. 
This was 


rather 
reversing 
the usual 
order of 


things. 
Monopolies generally control, 


but in this case the monopoly had been 
controlled. 
There can be no monopoly 


of the sea. 
It is free, 
and 
a hundred 


companies 
can send 
their ships to the 


same 
ports. But this railroad is a gen- 


uine monopoly, and the steamers 
can- 


not get along without it. I considered 
all these things, 
aud I saw not only 


that by means of the railroad I might 
induce the the Pacific Mail to make a 
landing at Santa 
Monica, but that I 


should 
be putting 
my money into a 


really good investment. 
I also found 


out the relations of the railroad to the 
Government, and 
made 
sure that be- 


fore the proposed canal could be made 
they would have 
to buy the road. 
In 
fact, it was 
a world's highway tnd 


must remain 
so. 
Having discovered 
all this I associated 
myself with Wil- 


liam Butler Duncan 
and 
Trenor 
W. 


Park of New York,and we bought 
the 


road. 
SENATOR JONES 
AS A RAILROAD MAN. 


Reporter ?Do 
you mean 
that 
you 


purchased 
the entire property? 


Senator Jones ?Oh, 
no. 
We bought 


enough of the stock to effectually con- 
trol the road. 
We own among us up- 


ward 
of half the 
shares. 
Then, of 


course, 
we control the stock held by 


our friends. 
I suppose it is safe to say 


that our syndicate represents 
between 


50,000 and 60,000 shares 
of the capital 


stock. 
We went to work at once 
to 


institute reforms iv the management, 
and it is safe to say that since we have 
held control we have saved 
$20,000 a 


month In reduction of expenses 
alone, 


besides-increasing 
our business. 
There 


were nine hundred 
men 
on the pay- 


roll. We reduced 
the number to forty- 


one. 
The Pacific Mail, under the old 


regime, were taking the lion's share 
of the earnings. 
We have remedied all 


that, and the roll is paying

cific Mail in existence 
we could run 


that road 
and

it. 
Why, the South 
American trade 


alone would keep the road on a pay- 
ing basis. 
Besides, 
we don't need the 


Pacific Mail, even ifwe depend on the 
steamer trade. 
We have already 
re- 


fused the offers of companies 
who pro- 


posed to put on new lines. 
Oh, no; it 


is the Pacific Mail that is in our pow- 
er; not we in theirs. 


JAY GOCLD AND SENATOR JONES.

he had sold out the stock

Jones,

Jay Gould bad 
not 


mistaken the man. 
Jones 
was ambi- 


tious and 
desirous 
of striking terror 


into the hearts of Wall street by bis 
gigantic method of handling stock af- 
fairs. 
He began 
by buying Panama 


right and left until tho stock tombed 
79. 
He 
was still buying. 
Jay Gould 


and his friends loaded 
him 
up until 


they thought l.c had all he could bear, 
and then they hopped on him and bis 
stock. 
Panama 
tumbled 
to 88 before 


Jones had time to turu around.

We said to Mr. Gould that 


In his attempt 
to 
control all routes 


from the Atlantic to the Pacific, be 
had forgotten one important

Railroad, of which 
we 
had 
the con- 
trol; aud that the control of the Paci- 
fic Mail Steamship 
Company 
was by 


no 
means 
the 
control of the route. 


Nobody 
has 
the 
monopoly 
of the 
ocean. 
We therefore demanded 
a pro- 


portionate 
amount of the Increased 
earnings of the transcontinental 
carry- 
ing trade. 
To this end we presented 


the schedule 
of an 
agreement, 
and 


Gould said that it was fair and right. 
Gould wanted 
a little delay, and ap- 
pointed a meeting at which the docu- 
ment should be executed, 
but failed to 


keep 
tbe engagement. 
Finally 
we 


received 
word 
from Mr. Scott, 
the 
President of the Pacific Mail, that Mr. 
Gould had requested 
him to go over 


the details 
with us. 
We met Scott. 


He objected to certain 
items, 
which 
we waived. 
He agreed 
to sign the 


contract the next morning at ten. We 
met him at that time, but instead 
of 


signing the paper, 
he presented 
a new 
agreement from Gould, which was not 
as good as the one which we had just 
terminated.
